To  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Corporation  of  South 

Shields. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report— the  eighth  presented 
to  you  by  successive  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  The  instructions  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  only  require  that  I  should  deal  with  sanitary 
occurrences  in  the  Borough  “  for  as  much  of  the  yoar  as  has  elapsed  since  my 
appointment,”  but  in  order  to  maintain  the  continuity  of  the  annual  series  of 
mortality-statistics  and  for  purposes  of  comparison  with  other  years,  I  have 
treated  the  figures  of  the  whole  year. 

POPULATION. 

I  have  to  remark  at  the  outset  that,  as  demonstrated  by  the  census 
of  1881,  the  population  of  the  Borough  had  been  for  some  years  con¬ 
siderably  over-estimated  (and  the  death-rate  correspondingly  under-estimated). 
Thus  in  the  year  1879  the  death-rate  was  calculated  on  a  population 
of  62,000 — a  population  which,  it  is  now  estimated,  will  be  reached 
only  in  1883  ;  in  1881,  as  actually  ascertained,  it  amounted  to  only  58,425. 
Again,  in  calculating  the  death-rate  for  1881,  the  river-side  shipping  popula¬ 
tion,  amounting  to  1,550,  was — accidently,  I  believe — omitted.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  for  me  to  remark  that  the  purpose  of  accurate  analysis  this  shipping 
population  must  be  included,  for  deaths  occuring  among  the  seamen  in  harbour, 
whether  by  drowning  or  otherwise,  are  credited  to  the  Borough  ;  and  if  it  be 
objected  that  by  including  the  sea-faring  population  we  gain  an  exceptionally 
healthy  population — lacking  the  mortality-rate-increasing  infantile  and 
juvenile  element — the  per  contra  circumstance  has  to  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  that  we  lose  an  equivalently  favourable  population  by  the  absence  on  the 
high  seas  of  seamen  belonging  to  South  Shields. 

I  have  been  at  some  pains  to  re-estimate  the  population  for  each  year  of  the 
decade  1871-81,  and  to  estimate  the  population  for  the  decade  1881-91  on  the 
basis  furnished  by  the  increase  of  population  between  the  census  of  1871  and 
that  of  1881.  In  the  ten  years  1871-81  the  increase  of  population  was 
13,090  ;  assuming  that  the  population  increases  in  the  same  ratio  in  the  decade 
1881-91,  the  increase  for  the  ten  years  will  amount  to  16,800.  The  average 
yearly  increment  will  thus  be  1,680.  On  this  assumption  the  population  at 
midyear  1882  would  be  60,525,  A  population-enumeration  authorised  by  the 


Sanitary  Committee  which  was  carried  out  in  December  and  January,  1882-3, 
indicated  (including  an  estimated  shipping  population  of  1,550)  a  total  of 
61,027 

BIRTHS. 

2136  births  were  registered  as  having  occurred  within  the  Borough 
duiing  the  year  1882 — the  birth-rate  was  thus  38-6  per  1000,  while  that  of  the 
50  large  Town  Districts  with  which  South  Shields  is  included  in  the  Registrar- 
General’s  returns  was  35*4  :  that  for  all  England  was  33*7.  It  is  worthy  of 
note  that  the  birth-rate  for  all  England  has  been  steadily  decreasing  for  the 
last  six  years,  and  last  year  was  lower  than  that  of  any  year  since  1858.  The 
high  birth-rate  in  South  Shields  is  undoubtedly  to  be  attributed  to  the  early 
age  at  which  marriage  usually  takes  place  in  that  district. 

DEATHS. 

1149  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  as  having  occurred  within 
the  Borough,  to  these  fall  to  be  added  68  deaths  occurring  in  Harton  Work- 
house  among  former  residents  in  South  Shields,  making  a  total  of  1217. 
The  death-rate  was  thus  20*2  per  1000  of  the  population.  The  death-rate  in 
the  50  large  Town  Districts  during  the  same  period  was  20*8,  the  death-rate  in 
Shields  was  thus  *6  per  1000  under  the  average  of  the  large  Town  Districts, 
which  is  the  more  satisfactory  when  it  is  remembered  that  in  this  class  are 
included  such  non-manufacturing  towns  as  Cheltenham,  Bath,  Hastings,  South- 
port,  Oxford,  and  Cambridge,  and  that  in  very  few  of  the  Town  Districts  is 
there  such  density  of  population  as  in  South  Shields.  The  death-rate  for  all 
England,  including  of  course  the  rural  districts,  was  19*6. 


I  give  here  a  table  of  the  death-rates  for  each  year  since  1870,  those  for  the 
last  eight  years  are  re-calculated  in  the  light  of  the  census  of  1881.

The  improved  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is,  however,  more  clearly 
brought  out  when  the  averages  of  tri-ennial  periods  are  taken  for  purposes  of 
comparison,  the  sources  of  fallacy  arising  out  of  years  of  exceptional  epidemic 
or  other  influences  being  eliminated.

Otherwise  put,  these  figures  imply  a  saving  of  the  lives,  in  the  one  year  1882,  of 
462  persons  who  would  have  died  had  the  death-rate  for  1882  been  as  high  as  the 
death-rate  of  the  tri-ennial  period  1871-2-3. 
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Year  of  the  Small-pox  epidemic. 
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These  results  which  are  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  exertions  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority  and  their  officials  in  the  past  will  not  I  believe  dispose  the 
committee  to  rest  content  with  results  already  attained,  but  will  encourage 
them  to  still  more  strenuous  effort  in  the  future  Of  course  it  cannot  be 
anticipated  that  the  death-rate  shall  decrease  in  anything  like  the  same 
ratio  in  the  future,  for  at  no  future  date  can  we  have  a  death- 
rate  of  0-0  per  1000.  And  we  have  always  the  antagonistic  influence 
of  increasing  density  of  population  to  contend  with.  But  a  great  deal  still 
remains  to  be  done  towards  ameliorating  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  town. 
There  still  remain  so  many  relics  of  a  darker  sanitary  age — in  the  shape  of 
narrow  streets  in  which  it  is  impossible  for  a  wheel  barrow  to  pass  a  cart,  into 
which  the  healthful  sunlight  never  enters  ;  there  are  still  left  so  many  “  hills,” 
“  banks,”  and  “  courtsf”  of  houses  crowded  together,  with  utterly  insufficient 
sanitary  conveniences,  and  of  most  difficult  access  to  the  scavenger ;  and  there 
is  still  a  large  residum  of  low-class  property  for  which  the  radical  is  the  only 
cure.  There  is  also  a  large  margin  of  possible  reduction  in  the  mortahty-bills 
under  the  heading  ‘  Zymotic  diseases.^ 

A  class  offipseud-utilitarian  philosophers,  however,  pooh-pooh  such  results  as 
are  indicated  by  the  above  figures  :  they  believe  that  the  world  would  be  none 
the  poorer  for  the  loss  of  “  the  weaklings  ”  preserved  by  the  improved  sanita¬ 
tion  of  the  present  day.  I  belong,  however,  to  a  profession  which 
regards  all  life  as  sacred,  whether  it  be  the  life  of  a  peer  or  of  a  peasant ; 
wffiich  does  not  pause  to  ask — fortunately  perhaps  for  a  number  of  these 
Spartan  philosophers  themselves — whether  the  life  in  hand  is  “  worth  saving  ” 
or  not,  and  I  am  therefore  perhaps  incapable  of  rising  (or  falling)  to  their 
point  of  view.  But  I  deny  that  a  truly  utilitarian  philosophy  requires  that  the 
w^eaklings  shall  be  allowed  to  perish.  A  high  standard  of  physical  life  is 
undoubtedly  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  well-being  of  the  nation,  but 
there  is  also  a  mental  and  spiritual  life  which  is  independent  of  the  physical, 
and  lacking  which  a  merely  physical  ideal  is  utterly  incomplete  as  presentment 
of  true  manhood.  And  a  moment’s  consideration  will  shew  by  how  much  the 
world  woulddiave  been  the  poorer  had  a  Spartan  creed  in  times  past  secured 
the  extinction  of  the  weaklings.  Even  the  face  of  the  physical  universe  has 
been  altered  and  transformed  in  a  large  degree  as  the  result  of  the  labours  of 
men  who  were  physically  all  their  life  “  weaklings.”  But  the  consideration 
which  will  probably  have  most  weight  with  the  utilitarian  philosopher  is  that 
the  same  insanitary  influences  which  extinguish  the  infantile  and  feebler 
members  of  the  community,  tend  to  deteriorate  the  physique  of  the  stronger, 
and  to  produce  from  a  class  who  would  under  more  favourable  circumstances 
have  approached  the  Apollo  or  Hercules  type,  a  new  and  so-to-speak  artifi¬ 
cially  generated  (or  degenerated)  class  of  weaklings. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  1882  the  deaths  of  323  children  under  one  year  of  age 
were  recorded  within  the  Borough.  In  this  matter  again  South  Shields  comes 
out  rather  favourably  from  the  comparison  with  other  towns.  The  most 
delicate  gauge  of  the  sanitary  condition  is  generally  held  to  be  the  proportion  of 
deaths  of  children  under  one  year  to  the  total  number  of  births,  the  infantile 
population  being  the  most  sensitive  to  insanitary  influences.  In  1882  the 
proportion  in  South  Shields  was  139  per  1000.  During  the  same  period  in 
the  50  large  Town  Districts  the  rate  was  154,  while  even  for  all  England  it 
was  141 — that  is,  2  per  1000  births  above  the  rate  in  Shields. 

582  deaths  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  recorded,  being  48*2  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic 
diseases  during  the  year —

the  total,  153,  indicates  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  25*5  per  10,000  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  ;  the  corresponding  rate  in  the  50  large  town  districts  was  29*5,  and  in  all 
England  26*4.  I  insert  here  a  table  of  the  zymotic  death-rates  in  South 
Shields  for  each  year  since  1871 — the  figures  for  that  year  are  not  in  my 
possession,  hut  they  must  have  run  terribly  high  as  in  that  one  year  from  380 
to  400  deaths  occurred  from  small-pox  alone.

As  in  the  case  of  the  general  death-rates  I  have  also  tabulated  the  zymotic 
rates  in  triennial  averages — a  very  gratifying  decline  in  these  rates  is  thus 
brought  out,  through  as  was  to  be  anticipated  in  the  case  of  figures  which  treat 
solely  of  epidemic  disease  the  decline  is  not  in  such  regular  progression  as  in 
the  case  of  the  general  death-rates.

.  1.  Diarrhcea. — The  most  fatal  zymotic,  it  will  be  seen,  was  diarrhoea,  most 
of  the  fatal  cases  of  whicli  occurred  as  usual  in  the  later  summer  and  early 
autumn.  I  was  at  some  pains  to  tabulate  the  information  received  in  con- 
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nection  with  an  iiiquiiy  I  carried  out  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  Ballard,  into  the 
circumstances  of  each  fatal  case  occurring  since  I  entered  upon  duty :  the 
results  I  will  briefly  state  here.  I  inquired  personally  into  the  circumstances 
connected  with  33  cases — all  children,  for  the  most  part  mere  infants.  Of  the 
33  cases  only  5  had  been  fed  from  the  breast  alone,  while  17  suckling  infants 
had  been  fed  by  bottle,  of  these  latter  only  4  were  fed  with  cows  milk,  10 
being  fed  with  condensed  milk,  and  3  with  a  mixture  of  condensed  milk  and 
cows  niilk — in  each  case,  of  course,  water  being  added.  No  death  occurred  in 
any  (what  may  be  designated  in  Shields)  better-class  household,  only  2  in 
middle-class  families,  the  others  were  all  in  the  families  of  the  artizan  and 
“labouring”  class.  Of  35  cases  (2  inquired  into  before  my  arrival)  the 
sanitary  accommodation  attached  to  the  houses  consisted  in  18  cases  of  a  privy- 
midden  arrangement,  in  8  of  privy  receptacles,  in  6  of  water-closets  (of  which 
4  were  defective  in  water-supply  and  in  a  filthy  condition),  in  3  cases  there 
was  no  sanitary  accommodation  whatever.  As  the  result  of  my  inquiry  I  am 
satisfied  that  there  is  a  very  considerable  ivaste  of  infant  life  in  South  Shields, 
arising  in  large  part  from  the  ignorance  of  mothers  as  to  the  proper  regulation 
of  infantile  diet,  resulting  in  a  very  general  administration  of  starchy  food 
which  the  children  are  utterly  unable  to  digest,  and  which  simply  acts  as  an 
intestinal  irritant ;  indeed  I  found  that  tender  infants  had  in  many  cases  been 
getting  what  was  called  “  the  run  of  the  house,”  which,  on  further  inquiry, 
was  found  to  include  potatoes  and  herrings,  steaks,  &c.  I  think  the  extent  to 
which  the  artificial  suckling  of  children  is  carried  on  in  Shields  is  inexcusable, 
considering  that  the  female  population,  and  especially  the  matronly  element, 
is  but  to  a  very  slight  extent  employed  in  public  works.  And  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  very  general  system  of  insuring  the  lives  of  infants  is  an 
unfortunate  circumstance  sanitarily,  whatever  may  be  its  economic  relations. 

2.  Scarlet  Fever  as  usual  contributed  considerably  to  the  mortality  of  the 
town,  especially  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  sanitary  officials  were 
considerably  handicapped  in  the  later  months  of  the  year  in  consequence  of 
their  not  having  at  their  disposal  any  hospital  accommodation  for  the  isolation 
of  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

3.  Whooping-cough  next  to  diarrhoea  was  the  most  fatal  zymotic  in  the 
year  which  has  passed.  Comparatively  little  can  be  done  by  the  sanitary 
officials  for  the  control  of  this  disease,  they  have  for  the  most  part  to  be 
content  with  warning  parents  that  children  must  not  be  sent  to  school  from 
houses  in  which  the  disease  is  in  progress. 

4.  Measles  was  somewhat  prevalent  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  year,  but 
had  disappeared  in  the  later  mouths. 

5.  Fever. — Enteric  fever  was  the  assigned  cause  of  15  deaths  during  the 
year.  In  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  the  disease  assumed  a  more  or  less 
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epidemic  form  iu  the  East  and  West  Lay  gate  districts  of  the  Jarrow  Ward  ; 
the  cases  were  for  the  most  part  clearly  traceable  directly  or  indirectly  to  two 
centres — one  in  Peel  Street  and  the  other  in  Palmerston  Street.  It  was  most 
unfortunate  that  at  this  time  we  had  no  hospital  accommodation  for  the 
isolation  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever :  I  did  what  was  possible  in  the  way  of 
supplying  disinfectants,  nurses  in  urgent  cases,  and  by  frequent  personal 
visitation,  but  always  with  a  deepening  realization  of  the  fact  that  the 
satisfactory  isolation  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  homes  of  the  labouring  classes 
is  an  utter  impossibility.  There  was  no  death  from  typhus  or  continued  fever 
registered  within  the  year. 

6.  Diphtheria. — Of  this  disease  3  cases  are  certified  to  have  died  in  the 
earlier  months  of  the  year  ;  the  circumstances  connected  with  a  fourth  I 
inquired  into  in  October,  but  without  finding  anything  in  the  surroundings  to 
account  for  the  incidence  of  the  disease. 

7.  Small-pox. — This  disease,  which  had  made  its  appearance  in  neigh¬ 
bouring  towns  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  year,  assumed  a  decidedly  epidemic 
form  in  these  towns  in  the  month  of  July.  Having  regard  to  the  easy  access 
from  the  infected  districts  and  the  constant  inter-communication,  and  having 
in  remembrance  the  disastrous  severity  with  which  the  disease  visited  the  town 
in  1871,  I  lost  no  time  in  issuing  a  circular  to  the  medical  men  of  the  town 
asking  them  to  let  me  have  instant  notification  of  any  cases  of  which  they 
might  become  cognizant,  and  inviting  their  co-operation  in  securing  the 
removal  to  hospital  of  all  cases  in  which  the  most  perfect  isolation  could  not  be 
attained  in  the  houses  in  which  they  occurred.  T  further  personally  warned  the 
keepers  of  common  lodging-houses  of  the  probability  of  an  invasion  of  the 
disease,  and  of  the  necessity  of  at  once  reporting  to  me  any  suspicious  cases 
which  might  occur  in  their  houses.  I  also,  to  be  prepared  for  prospective 
difficulties,  communicated  with  the  Local  Government  Board  as  to  the  proper 
interpretation  of  the  phrase  “  without  proper  lodging  or  accommodation  ” 
which  occurs  in  the  clause  (124th)  of  the  Public  Health  Act  which  treats  of 
the  powers  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  cases  to  hospital :  in  reply  I  was 
informed  that  it  was  not  considered  that  that  clause  gave  power  for  the 
removal  of  cases  in  which  the  accommodation  was  sufiicient  for  the  treatment 
of  the  individual  patient,  however  the  facilities  for  isolation  might  be  lacking. 

The  first  case  was  notified  to  me  on  August  15th,  and  was  at  once  removed 
to  hospital,  the  most  stringent  measures  being  adopted  to  secure  the  disin¬ 
fection  of  all  infected  articles  :  the  source  of  infection  in  this  case  was  an 
infected  house  in  Gateshead.  A  second  case — one  of  mild  modified  small-pox 
— I  became  cognizant  of  on  Aug.  21st,  in  this  case  satisfactory  isolation  was 
attainable  at  home  :  the  infection  was  again  clearly  traceable  to  Gateshead. 
On  Sept.  27th  a  third  case,  and  on  the  29th  a  fourth,  was  notified — in  entirely 
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diffei'ent  parts  ot  the  town,  the  stage  of  the  disease  in  both  cases  was  the  same ; 
the  first  was  a  man  employed  in  a  ship-building  yard,  the  second  the  child  of 
another  man  working  in  the  same  yard,  and  who  had  been  working  a  fortnight 
before  in  the  same  part  of  the  yard  ;  in  the  same  yard  were  employed  men 
coming  from  various  infected  areas  along  the  Tyneside  ;  the  probability  seems 
to  be  that  some  person  bearing  infection  had  come  in  contact  with  these  two 
men — the  first,  susceptible,  was  attacked  by  the  disease,  the  second,  himself 
insusceptible,  had  carried  the  disease  home  to  his  child.  At  any  rate  in 
neither  case  could  any  contact  of  the  most  remote  sort  with  either  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  cases  be  traced.  Both  these  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  the 
houses  were  disinfected.  On  October  9th  a  fresh  case  was  notified — the  infec¬ 
tion  again  clearly  traceable  to  Gateshead  :  there  was  small  probability  of  (or 
indeed  practicability  for)  strict  isolation  being  maintained  in  this  case,  and  I 
was  desirous  of  having  the  patient  removed  to  hospital,  the  consent  of  the 
relatives  of  the  patient  was,  however,  peremptorily  refused,  and  I  was  unable 
to  certify  that  the  patient  was  “  without  proper  lodging  or  accommodation  ”  in 
view  of  the  interpretation  put  upon  that  phrase  by  the  legal  advisers  of  the 
Local  Government  Board.  I  was  able,  however,  to  maintain  such  surveillance 
over  the  house,  and  so  to  impress  upon  the  inmates  the  certainty  with  which  a 
prosecution  would  follow  any  infringement  of  the  infection  clauses  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  that  the  case — a  tolerably  severe  one — was  carried  to  a 
termination  without  giving  rise  to  any  other.  On  October  19th,  a  case  was 
reported  in  a  distant  and  disconnected  part  of  the  town ;  in  this  case  the  only 
inlet  for  the  infection  which  could  be  conjectured  was  though  the  father  of  the 
patient  who  wrought  in  a  shipbuilding  yard  to  which  men  came  to  work  from 
districts  in  which  the  disease  was  epidemic  and  who  had  himself  been  rendered 
insusceptible  by  a  previous  attack  :  the  case  was  removed  to  hospital  and  due 
precautions  for  the  disinfection  of  the  house,  &c.,  were  taken.  On  November 
19th  another  case  was  notified,  on  the  20th  another,  and  again  on  December 
25th  two  others  :  I  group  these  four  cases  together  as,  on  investigation,  it 
seemed  clear  they  had  had  all  a  common — direct  or  indirect — origin  in  two 
mild  cases  of  modified  small-pox  which  had  unfortunately  been  mistaken  for 
chicken-pox,  and  had  not  been  notified  to  me.  It  would  seem  probable  that 
infection  had  been  conveyed  to  the  first  two  cases  by  the  father,  who  was  a 
steamboatman  on  one  of  the  river  boats.  The  year  thus  ended  without  the 
disease  having  been  allowed  to  assume  epidemic  proportions  in  the '  town  * 
notwithstanding  its  prevalence  in  an  epidemic  form  in  neighbouring  towns. 
As  the  result  of  my  experience  in  connection  with  the  incidence  of  these  cases 
of  small-pox  °  I  have  been  much  impressed  with  the  consideration  of  the  ease 

*  And  in  June,  1883, 1  am  able  to  say  that  in  spite  of  repeated  subsequent  invasions 
of  the  disease,  there  is  not  a  single  case  of  small-pox  in  the  Borough. 

°  And  still  more  in  the  light  of  my  experience  in  months  subsequent  to  those  treated 
of  in  this  Beport. 
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With  winch  zymotic  diseases  in  general  might  be  stamped  out  were  the  public 
conscience  sufficiently  educated  in  matters  sanitary.  Of  the  2*55  per  1000  of 
zymotic  fatality  of  the  past  year  1  am  persuaded  that  2  per  1000  was  literally 
preventible,  or — to  reduce  the  proposition  to  its  simplest  form  and  render  plain 
the  results  which  flow  from  the  present  apathy  of  public  sentiment  in  regard  to 
matters  of  isolation  and  disinfection — that  120  lives  were  lost  in  South  Shields 
last  year  from  infectious  disease  which  might  have  been  saved.  And  it  must  be 
i*emembered  that  for  every  case  which  terminated  fatally  there  have  probably 
been  two  or  three  who  will  bear  for  life  constitutions  more  or  less  impaired  as 
the  result  of  the  disease  from  which  they  have  suffered.  But  small-pox  is  a 
disease  of  so  loathsome  a  type  and  so  much  dreaded  by  the  public,  that  it  is 
possible  where  it  is  concerned  to  secure  notification  of  the  disease  to  the 
Sanitary  Authority  on  the  part  of  the  medical  men,  and — on  the  part  of  the 
general  public — consent  to  the  removal  to  hospital  of  proper  cases  and  willing¬ 
ness  to  submit  to  considerable  inconvenience  in  respect  of  disinfection  and 
quarantine. 


COMPULSORY  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


I  may  be  allowed  to  say  a  few  words  here  on  the  vexed  question  of  the 
Compulsory  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease. 

It  is  something  of  a  paradox  to  say  that  it  is  unfortunate  that  all  infectious 
diseases  are  not  as  loathsome  and  fatal  as  small-pox,  but  it  gives  expression  to 
a  truth.  Other  zymotics — less  dreaded — are  seldom  reported  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  are,  without  a  system  of  compulsory  notification  in  a 
very  large  degree  beyond  his  control.  Nothing  can  be  more  disheartening, 
after  one  has  taken  all  imaginable  pains  to  restrain  the  spread  of  infection 
from  some  one  case  known  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  than  to  find  that  there  are 
dozens  of  cases  of  the  same  disease  scattered  over  the  town  beyond  his  ken, 
and  possibly  enough  sowing  the  seeds  of  infection  broad-cast.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  under  these  circumstances  soon  becomes  oppressed  with  a  sense 
of  his  own  helplessness,  and  often  feels  inclined  to  give  up  in  despair  any 
attempt  at  energetic  measures  for  restraining  the  spreading  of  infectious 
disease.  “  Why  ”  he  asks  himself  “  should  I  woriy  myself  to  death  and  spend 
valuable  time  over  this  twentieth  case,  when  nineteen  more  are,  for  aught  I 
know,  sowing  the  seeds  of  endless  other  cases.”  Without  a  system  of  Compul¬ 
sory  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease  the  time  and  energies  of  the  sanitary 
officials  must  be,  to  a  large  extent,  wasted.  Such  a  system,  it  is  true,  is  almost 
useless  unless  hospital  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  the  isolation  of  cases 
in  which  sufficient  isolation  cannot  otherwise  be  secured.  Butin  South  Shields 
the  Corporation  has  now  provided  a  handsome  and  well-equiped  hospital  for  the 
reception  of  such  cases — without  a  system  of  notification  of  infectious  disease, 
however,  the  accommodation  it  affords  will  be,  in  a  large  measure,  thrown  away. 
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There  are  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  town  insufficiently  isolated,  and  there 
is  sufficient  accommodation  for  their  perfect  isolation  in  the  hospital,  hut  the 
intermediate  link  is  wanting* 

The  Committee  is  aware  that  there  are  two  different  systems  of  compulsory 
notification  in  vogue,  in  one  the  notification  is  made  compulsory  on  the  house¬ 
holder,  in  the  other  the  medical  man  in  attendance  is  compelled  to  notify. 
Very  strenuous  opposition  to  this  latter  form  is  made  by  a  large  section  of  the 
medical  profession  on  the  ground  that  it  involves  a  betrayal  of  the  confidence 
reposed  in  them  by  their  patients,  and  this  opposition  is  so  strong  as  to 
render  it  highly  improbable  that  any  general  system  of  notification  on  this 
line  will  be  adopted  by  the  legislature — in  the  immediate  future,  at  least.  On 
the  Other  hand  many  disadvantages  attach  to  the  system  of  notification  by  the 
householder,  especially  amidst  the  lower  class  population  among  which 
infectious  disease  is  most  rife — in  a  large  proportion  of  cases  the  pretence 
wmuld  be  made  that  the  householder  had  misunderstood  the  medical  man — had 
not  understood  the  infectious  nature  of  the  disease — and  so  on  ;  excuses  would 
be  made  that  they  did  not  know  the  whereabouts  of  the  Sanitary  Office,  or  the 
hours  of  attendance  there  ;  the  information,  if  it  reached  the  Sanitary  Office, 
would  very  often  be  vague — very  frequently  verbal — and  often  entrusted  to 
children.  These  may  seem  small  matters,  but  anyone  who  has  had  any 
experience  of  sanitary  work  in  a  large  town  will  realize  that  they  mean 

* 

very  serious  difficulties  in  practice. 

I  have  developed  a  scheme  which  I  think  obviates  the  difficulties  of  both  of 
these  systems — like  many  of  the  schemes  which  have  afforded  a  basis  for  the 
legislation  of  the  day  it  is  of  the  nature  of  a  compromise.  I  propose  that  every 
medical  man  (by  Act  of  Parliament)  be  provided  with  a  couple  of  foil  and 
counter-foil  books,  of  such  proportions  as  to  be  conveniently  portable  ;  of  these 
No.  1  would  contain  such  a  form  as  this  : — I  hereby  certify  that  to  the  best 
of  my  belief  (name  and  address  of  patient),  your 

(relationship  to  the  householder),  is  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  to  wit 
(name  of  the  disease)  (addressed  to  the  Health  Oficerf 

The  forms  in  No.  2  would  run  somewhat  as  follows  : — I  hereby  certify  on  soul 
and  conscience  that  the  arrangements  for  isolation  and  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease  in  the  case  of  (name  and  address  of 

patient)  are  sufficient  and  I  assume  all  responsibility  in  regard  to  the  prevention 
of  the  spread  of  such  disease  from  this  case.  (addressed  to  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health).  It  should  be  enacted  that  every  medical  man  on 
being  called  to  a  case  which  he  shall  recognise  as  actually  or  to  the  best  of  his 
belief  one  of  infectious  disease,  shall  fill  in  form  No.  1,  and  hand  it  to  the 
responsible  party-— so  far  no  objection  can  be  taken  to  my  proposal,  it  only 
provides  for  the  formal  shaping  of  the  intimation  which  the  medical  man 
necessarily  makes  to  the  head  of  the  household  in  such  cases.  It  should  be 
fui’ther  enacted  that  the  responsible  party  shall  forthwith  transmit  this  intima« 
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tlyii  to  the  Health  Office  under  a  penalty  In  this  way  there  is  no  betrayal  by 
the  medical  man  of  the  confidence  of  the  patient ;  while  on  the  other  hand  the 
householder  is  provided  with  a  definite  and  unmistakeable  intimation  of  the 
nature  of  the  disease,  duly  addressed  to  the  proper  quarter,  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  received  a  definite  diagnosis  in  each  case.  To  complete  the 
scheme  I  would  have  a  clause  authorizing  the  infliction  of  penalties,  on  convic¬ 
tion  before  the  magistrates,  on  householders,  who  having  “  reasonable  grounds  ” 
for  suspecting  the  existence  of  infectious  disease  in  their  houses,  fail  to  call  in  a 
medical  man  ;  and  another  authorizing  the  granting  of  a  Justice’s  order 
entitling  the  sanitary  officials  to  enter  any  house  in  which  they  have  “  reason¬ 
able  grounds  ”  for  believing  that  an  unreported  case  of  infectious  disease  exists. 

Certificate  No.  2  is  intended  to  provide  against  injudicious  or  arbitrary  inter¬ 
ference  on  the  part  of  the  sanitary  officials.  In  those  cases  in  which  the 
medical  man  is  prepared  to  take  the  serious  responsibility  implied  in  that  certi¬ 
ficate,  he  shall  fill  in  the  form  and  transmit  it  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Healthy 
and  such  certificate  shall  bar  all  interference  on  the  part  of  that  officer. 

In  order  properly  to  reap  the  fruits  of  this  scheme,  I  would  propose  that  it 

be  further  enacted  that  in  such  cases  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall 

consider  unprovided  with  proper  means  for  the  isolation  of  the  patient  and  the 

prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  (all  cases  in  which  certificate  No.  2  has 

heen  granted  being  exempted),  he  shall  present  a  certificate  to  that  effect  (on  soul 

_  • 

and  conscience)  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  who  shall  be  authorized  on  such 

certificate  to  grant  an  order  for  the  removal  of  the  case  to  the  hospital  provided 

for  the  reception  of  such  cases  occurring  in  the  district. 

Under  this  moderate  scheme  there  is  a  minimum  of  the  “  interference  with 
the  rights  of  the  subject”  about  which  there  is  so  much  talk  now-a-days, 
though  I  cannot  see  that  it  ought  to  be  one  of  the  rights  of  the  subject  to  poison 
one’s  neighbour  with  infectious  matter  any  more  than  with  arsenic  or  any  other 
lethal  substance. 

Mortality  from  Diseases  other  than  Zymotic s. — 91  deaths  (or  7*4  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths)  from  consumption  were  registered  within  the  year,  200 
deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  coming  under  the  heading  “  Bronchitis, 
Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy” — being  16*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  87 
deaths  were  ascribed  to  Heart  disease,  182  to  Cerebral  disease,  40  to  accident 
or  “  injuries.” 

HOSPITAL  WORK. 

Up  till  the  middle  of  August  the  old  Workhouse  Hospital  at  the  Lawe, 
a  very  fairly  constructed  building  with  large  airy  wards,  continued  to 
be  used  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  infectious  disease.  The  building, 
however,  was  only  rented  by  the  Corporation,  and  was  unfortunately  not 
secured  by  lease.  On  the  18th  August  “  notice  to  quit  ”  was  served  upon 
us,  and  I  was  instructed  that  no  fresh  cases  were  to  be  received  into  it.  The 
Corporation  were  so  far  prepared  for  this  emergency  as  to  have  provided  a 


temporary  wooden  hospital  on  the  piece  of  ground  at  the  Denes  upon  which 
the  New  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  was  being  erected.  This,  however, 
afforded  accommodation  for  the  isolation  of  only  one  infectious  disease  at  a 
time,  and  the  necessities  of  the  case  decided  that  the  one  disease  to  be  received 
should  be  s’mall-pox.  By  the  18th  September  the  delicate  task  of  “  flitting  ” 
from  the  Lawe  Hospital  was  safely  accomplished,  the  last  of  the  furniture  and 
one  remaining  patient  being  in  that  day  transferred.  It  being  proposed  to 
utilize  the  building  materials  of  the  vacated  hospital  for  other  purposes,  I  was 
instructed  by  the  Committee  to  take  such  precautions  as  I  might  consider 
necessary  for  the  public  safety  in  connection  with  the  demolition  of  the  old 
building  and  the  utilization  of  the  materials.  The  precautions  I  considered 
necessary  were  adopted  and  no  harm  has  been  ascertained  to  have  arisen  in 
connection  with  these  operations. 

I  have  tabulated  here  the  cases  received  and  the  results  of  treatment  during 
the  year.  These  results  were  highly  favourable,  the  mortality  being  only  1  in 
19*5  cases  or  5T  per  cent.,  which  is  the  more  satisfactory  when  it  is  considered 
that  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  cases  (43  per  cent.)  consisted  of  small-pox.

NEW  BOROUGH  HOSPITAL. 


Building  operations  in  connection  with  new  permanent  hospital  for  infectious 
diseases  for  the  Borough  had  been  commenced  on  the  selected  site  at  the  Denes 
in  the  month  of  May  (1882),  and  progessed  slowly  but  steadily  during  the  rest 
of  the  year.  I  carefully  watched  the  operations  carried  on  there,  and  at 
various  stages  suggested  alterations  which  under  the  sanction  of  the  Committee 
have  been  carried  out.  A  general  description  of  the  hospital  will  properly  be 
reserved  for  the  Report  for  1883  ;  it  will  suffice  here  to  state  that  the  hospital 
is  expected  to  cost  about  £6,000  exclusive  of  the  site,  and  will  afford  accom¬ 
modation  for  34  patients,  allowing  2,000  cubic  feet  per  bed.  One  important 
suggestion  approved  of  by  the  Committee  was  the  substitution  of  a  Lyons 
(super-heated  steam)  Disinfector  in  connection  with  the  hospital,  instead  of  a 
small  and  utterly  inadequate  hot-air  apparatus. 

The  site  chosen  for  the  erection  of  the  new  hospital  has  been  subjected  to 
much  hostile  criticism  in  consequence  of  its  proximity  to  the  public  road,  and

ill  view  of  the  consideration  that  the  town  is  steadily  extending  in  the  direction 
of  the  Denes.  AVlieii  called  on  by  the  Committee  for  an  expression  of  opinion 
on  the  subject,  I  said  that  I  should  myself  have  preferred  a  site  at  some 
distance  out  in  the  country  and  with  a  larger  available  area  to  permit  of  the 
extension  of  the  buildings  if  necessary  at  any  future  date.  I  advised  that  the 
Wooden  Hospital  be  shifted  to  the  part  of  the  grounds  next  the  railway  and  be 
reserved  for  the  treatment  of  small-pox,  that  the  section  of  the  permanent 
hospital  furthest  from  the  road  be  the  scarlet  fever  block,  and  that  the  block 
next  the  road  be  reserved  for  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  These  suggestions 
adopted,  I  assured  the  Committee  that  taking  into  consideration  the  liberal 
allowance  of  cubic  space  in  the  hospital,  the  arrangements  for  thorough  venti¬ 
lation,  and  the  facilities  for  disinfection  which  had  been  provided,  there  was  no 
danger  of  any  spread  of  infection  from  the  hospital  unless  through  soine  break¬ 
down  in  the  administration,  which  it  would  he  my  duty  to  prevent. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

Reports. — I  have  during  the  year  presented  or  had  in  preparation  special 
reports  to  the  committee  (1)  on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  Garden  Walks 
District,  more  especially  in  respect  of  drainage,  (2)  on  the  Chemical  Works  of 
the  town  in  their  relation  to  the  Public  Health,  and  (3)  on  the  Refuse-removal 
system  in  operation  in  the  town.  As  the  result  of  the  first  of  these,  certain 
reforms  in  drainage  were  ordered  to  be  carried  out  by  the  committee.  The 
action  taken  in  consequence  of  the  latter  reports  will  fall  to  be  detailed  in  the 
annual  report  for  1883. 

Theatres. — As  the  result  of  a  personal  inspection,  the  sanitary  appurten¬ 
ances  of  the  theatres  in  town  were  found  to  be  in  a  very  defective  condition  ; 
the  suggestions  of  the  sanitary  officials  for  the  remedy  of  these  defects  have 
been  since  carried  out. 

Registered  Lodging-houses. — These  have  been  inspected  at  frequent 
intervals  during  the  year,  and  have  with  one  exception  been  found  in  very  fair 
condition.  In  company  with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  I  made  a  sj  stematic 
night-inspection  of  all  the  lodging-houses  in  the  course  of  the  winter  ;  on  only 
one  occasion  did  we^find  any  inclination  of  over-crowding,  and  then  evidently 
only  as  the  result  of  inadvertance.  It  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  one 
man  for  persisting  in  keeping  lodgers  in  a  house  which  we  declined  to  register 
on  account  of  its  insanitary  condition. 

Nuisances. — 1437  statutory  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  of 
various  sorts  were  issued  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year,  besides 
IGO  notices  in  reference  to  such  matters  as  smoke-consumption,  house-disinfec¬ 
tion,  &c.,  and  in  addition  to  1474  verbal  notices  ;  for  a  detailed  list  of  these 
vide  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

In  four  cases  in  which  parties  declined  to  abate  the  nuisances  complained  of, 
proceedings  were  taken  before  tlie  magistrates  and  convictions  obtained. 

Disinfection. — In  September  I  prepared  a  revised  and  amended  series  of 
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“  Instructions  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infections  disease,”  and  these  were 
issued  in  all  such  cases  as  came  within  the  cognizance  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  ;  disinfectants  were  freely  distributed  to  all  who  cared  to  apply  for  them. 
I  found  that  an  issue  of  carbolic  acid  and  “  sanitas  ”  incorporated  in  soap® 
(hard  and  soft)  was  more  freely  made  use  of  in  practice  than  when  the  disin¬ 
fectants  were  issued  only  in  the  liquid  form,  as  was  previously  the  case.  41 
houses  in  which  infectious  disease  had  existed  were  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  the  year,  and  7  6  were  disinfected  under  his  supervision :  7 
infected  beds  and  8  pillow^s  were  also  destroyed  by  him,  there  being  no  facility 
for  their  proper  disinfection. 

Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. — Plans  have  been  passed  for  the 
erection  of  301  new  houses  during  the  year.  17  streets  and  19  back  lanes  have 
been  paved  and  channelled.  Sewers  have  been  laid  down  for  the  following 
new  streets — George  Scott  Street,  Henry  Nelson  Street,  Byron  Street,  John 
Clay  Street,  and  Park  Terrace  ;  and  the  existing  sewers  in  Adelaide  Street 
and  Cleveland  Place  (East  Jarrow)  have  been  repaired  and  improved.  15  pipe- 
ventilators,  12  manhole  -  ventilators,  and  19  untrapped  gullies,  have  been 
attached  to  the  sewers  during  the  year. 

ANALYSIS  OF  THE  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THE 
SIXTY-FOUR  SECTIONS  OF  THE  TOWN. 

I  have  for  some  time  past  been  impressed  with  the  belief  that  so  long  as  in  a 
town  areas  of  considerable  size  and  occupied  by  populations  under  very  various 
sanitary  conditions  are  taken  as  the  basis  for  the  comparative  sanitary  statistics 
of  the  town,  the  information  so  obtained  must  be  too  vague  to  be  of  any 
practical  service  in  the  sanitation  of  the  town.  The  figures  so  obtained  may 
serve  as  a  basis  for  broad  generalizations  as  to  the  results  of  insanitary 
influences,  but  can  never  point  out  the  precise  manner  or  degree  in  which  these 
influences  operate ;  the  below-par  sanitary  condition  of  one  street  is  entirely 
masked  by  the  better  condition  of  others  in  the  same  district  and  vice-versa. 

I  have  therefore  decided  to  divide  the  Borough  for  sanitary  purposes  into 
small  sections.  The  ideal  unit  of  population  for  these  sections  I  have  taken  as 
1000,  but  I  have  not  by  any  means  set  up  a  rigid  population-standard  for 
them,  my  first  care  has  been  to  make  the  sections  natural  (sanitarily)  as 
distinguished  from  arbitrary  divisions — to  avoid  grouping  together  in  one 
section  streets  of  obviously  dissimilar  social  or  sanitary  condition.*  I  have, 
for  instance,  formed  sections  of  areas  with  populations  of  only  215,  256,  265, 
286.  The  statistics  for  the  sections  with  these  smaller  populations  are 
evidently  liable  to  the  fallacies  appertaining  to  the  manipulation  of  small 
numbers — at  least  when  the  figures  for  only  one  year  are  taken,  though  that 
objection  is  obviated  when  the  figures  for,  say,  five  years  are  treated.  It 
could  yield,  however,  no  usHul  or  reliable  information  to  group  together  in 


*  Indeed  a  higher  social  generally  implies  a  better  sanitary  condition. 
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these  sections  obviously  dissimilar  classes  of  houses.  On  the  other  hand,  I 
have  not  hesitated  to  include  in  one  section  populations  considerably  over  1000 
when  the  grouping  appeared  natural.  I  have  devoted  considerable  care  and 
attention  to  this  matter  of  the  sectional  sub-division  of  the  town,  and  have 
again  and  again  re-cast  the  sections  in  the  light  of  fuller  consideration  or 
information,  and  have  availed  myself  of  the  information  placed  at  my  disposal 
by  older  residents  than  myself,  and  in  particular  have  been  much  aided  by  the 
local  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  classification 
is  not  yet  above  criticism,  but  I  think  it  may  be  considered  fairly  satisfactory. 

Having  formed  this  design  of  the  sectional  sub-division  of  the  town,  I 
wrote  to  the  Registrar-General’s  department,  asking  to  be  furnished  with  the 
populations  of  each  street  in  town  as  ascertained  by  the  last  census.  In  reply, 
I  was  informed  that  my  request  could  not  be  complied  with,  “  similar  applica¬ 
tions  had  been  made  by  other  Sanitary  Authorities,  and  to  comply  with  such 
demands  would  greatly  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  office,  and  cause  much 
delay  in  the  publication  of  the  results.”  I  venture  to  hope  that  the  department 
may  be  able  to  comply  with  such  demands  on  the  occasion  of  the  next  census. 
In  this  difficulty  the  Committee  were  public-spirited  enough  to  authorise  me  to 
carry  out  a  street-by-street  enumeration  of  the  population,  and  this  was  done 
in  January  and  December  (1882-3).  The  carrying  out  of  a  census  in  South 
Shields  is  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty  from  the  irregularity  of  the  ground- 
plan  of  the  older  parts  of  the  town,  and  the  confusing  nominclature  of  the 
“  hills,”  “  banks,”  “  courts,”  and  “  lanes  ”  leading  to  the  main  streets  there, 
and  certain  omissions  on  the  part  of  the  census-takers  in  these  parts  had  after¬ 
wards  to  be  made  good. 

In  connection  with  the  initiation  of  the  system  of  sectional  analysis  of  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  town,  I  considered  it  desirable  to  go  over  the  Death 
Registers  of  the  town  for  the  last  five  year  *  (tabulating  the  deaths  according 
to  streets  and  diseases),  and  the  Birth  Registers  for  the  same  period  (classifying 
the  births  according  to  streets  in  order  to  obtain  the  proper  basis  for  the  com¬ 
parison  of  the  infantile  mortality  of  the  sections).  Afterwards  I  calculated  for 
each  section  the  infantile-mortality-rate,  the  zymotic  mortality-percentage,  the 
percentage  of  phthisical  mortality,  and  the  mortaility-rate  from  pulmonary 
diseases — the  latter  more  particularly  in  view  of  an  inquiry  into  the  relations 
of  the  Chemical  Works  of  the  town  to  the  public  health.  The  result  of  these 
operations  I  have  tabulated  in  two  series — one  treating  the  deaths  for  1882 
alone  (which  I  hope  to  re-new  for  each  succeeding  year),  the  other  for  the  five 
years  1878-82  :  these  will  be  found  in  the  appendix  as  Tables  D.  and  E. 

I  hope  that  one  result  of  this  sectional  sub-division  of  the  town  may  be  a 
quickening  of  the  interest  of  individual  members  of  the  community  in  the

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sanitation  of  tlie  toWil,  more  especially  in  the  sanitation  of  that  particulai' 
section  of  the  town  with  which  they  are  themselves  connected^ 

I  confess  that  I  have  not  yet  thoroughly  digested  the  large  amount  of  infoi*-^ 
mation  which  is  brought  together  in  the  appended  tables,  and  as  this  Report 
has  already  exceeded  its  due  proportions,  I  shall  not  now  seek  to  enter  into 
any  elaborate  discussion  of  the  results  brought  out.  I  shall  content  myself  in 
the  meantime  with  tabulating  here  the  death-rates  of  the  sections  for  the  yeai' 
1882,  and  with  a  very  few  cursory  remarks  suggested  by  a  glance  over  Table 
E.  of  the  appendix. 

In  the  subjoined  table  I  have  designated  the  sections,  not  by  the  numbers  1 
have  attached  to  them,  but  by  the  most  familiar  street  in  each — for  the  detail 
of  streets  and  figures  the  appendix  must  be  referred  to.

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lu  glancing  over  the  figures  for  tlie  live-year  period,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  tlie  sea-board  sections  of  the  town  instead  of  suffering,  as  might  be 
expected  from  their  exposure  to  the  east  wind,  in  an  exceptional  degree  from 
pulmonary  diseases,  have  really  a  pulmonary  death-rate  under  the  average  : 
tlie  most  exposed  sections  are  (25)  Scalield  Terrace,  &c.,  (12)  The  Lawe,  (27) 
Mariners’  Cottages,  &c.,  and  (2d)  The  Bents— the  pulmonary  death  percentages 
for  these  sections  are  respectively  7T — 10’3 — 10’7  and  1T7,  while  the  average 
percentage  over  the  town  is  17T.  Again,  another  interesting  point  brought 
out  by  the  analysis  of  the  five-year  period  is  that  East  Jarrow,  which  has  always 
borne  a  bad  reputation  at  the  Health  Office,  has  been  much  maligned — the 
infautile-mortality-rate  there  is  seen  to  be  slightly  under  the  average  of  the 
town,  while  the  zymotic-rate  is  considerably  under  the  mean  death-rate  of  the 
town.  I  have  no  doubt  its  comparatively  good  position  in  these  tables  is  due 
to  its  detached  position — its  low  density-of-population-rate — for  it  practically 
forms  a  separate  village  ;  if  it  were  possible  to  translate  it  in  its  present  sanitary 
condition  into  the  centre  of  the  town,  it  is  pretty  certain  that  'it  would  occupy 
a  less  favourable  place  in  the  appendix.  The  highest  infantile-mortality-rate 
for  the  five  years  is  that  of  the  North  Street  section — 250— a  rate  implying 
that  one  in  every  four  children  born  died  within  the  first  year  of  life,  the  West 
Ilolborn  section  comes  very  close,  with  a  rate  of  247  :  the  lowest  infantile- 
mortality-rate — o6 — occurs  in  the  Wellington  Terrace  section,  in  which  only 
one  infant  in  every  twenty-seven  born  died  within  the  first  year  of  life. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  express  my  grateful  acknowledgements  for  the 
courtesy  I  have  ever  experienced  at  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  they  have  accorded  to  my  advice,  and  for  the  support  they  have  afforded 
me  in  the  oftentimes  delicate  and  difficult  duties  of  my  office,  I  have  further 
to  express  my  thanks  to  my  predecessor  in  office.  Dr.  Dalziel,  ifor  much  kind 
assistance  and  advice.  And  I  have  finally  to  acknowledge  the  great  aid  I  have 
received  from  the  local  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  Hindmarch,  and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  enthusiasm  and  energy 
with  which  he  applies  himself  to  the  duties  of  his  office.
